Germa ns Try Out 
Hea vy Oil Mo to r 
in Lo ng Flig hts 


Dessau, Germany, Aug. 29.— (JP)— 
Heavy oil may be destined to revolu­ 
tionize the aircraft industry, if the 
experiments conducted by the J u n k ­ 
ers works continue to yield as satis­ 
factory results as are being achieved 
in the initial stages. 
Prof. Hugo Junkers has devised a 
Diesel 
airplane 
motor 
which 
uses 
heavy oil instead of benzine. This 
“juice” is much cheaper than benzine, 
and more economical, and has the 
further advantage of not being high­ 
ly inflammable. Explosition such as 
so frequently occur when a gasoline- 
driven plane make.* and unfortunate 
forced landing are believed to be im­ 
possible in the case of Diesel motors. 
The Junke rs Diesel motor already 
is 
so 
for perfected 
that 
duration 
flights have been undertaken with a 
large monoplane. Eight hours contin­ 
uous flying is the record thus far 
achieved. 
How economical the use of heavy 
oil is may be judged by the fact that 
the Diesel motor consumed 180 gra m­ 
mes of heavy oil per horsepower per 
hour as compared with 230 grammes 
for the benzine or benzol driven mo­ 
tors. In other words, Prof, Junkers 
believes he has demonstrated that a 
plane equipped with a Diesel motor 
has a radius of action 25 per cent 
greater than that of a benzine driven 
motor of equal strength. 
The problem of carrying enough 
fuel has always been the chief diffi­ 
culty in planning long flights. Hence 
aviation engineers have e^ nce d great 
interest in the Diesel motor experi­ 
ments.
